IX. MISCELLANEOUS. 


1. September 22, 1890, Rev. J. C. Hougum sent me a copy of the Consti- 
tution of the Bethlehem Norwegian Evangelical Lutheran Church of Lead- 
ville, Col., as per requirement at the last meeting of Synod. Finding the same 


satisfactory, I placed it on file with the Secretary, and ordered the name of the 


congregation recorded. 

2. October 11, Rev. Luther P. Ludden, Secretary of the Committee ap- 
pointed at your last meeting to ascertain by investigation the propriety of di. 
viding the Rising and Surprise congregations into separate pastorates, reported 
conditionally, stating that the congregation at Surprise claimed to be able to 
support a pastor itself, while Rising, in view of a heavy debt on parsonage, 
claimed inability to do so; that Surprise insisted on a division, while Rising 
desired to remain as they were. The Committee therefore recommended 
that our Traveling Secretary, Kev. C. Huber, make a thorough canvass at 
Rising to ascertain what could be raised for pastor's support, and in case 
that an adequate support could be secured, the request of Surprise for a sepa- 
ration be granted, otherwise not. On account of illness and press of other 
work, your Traveling Secretary could not go, but at the request of your Com- 
mittee on Traveling Secretary, your President made the canvass, resulting in 
a subscription and promises to the amount of about $400.00. Deeming this 
insufficient for the support of a pastor, and yet in deference to the desire of 
Surprise for a division, I referred the matter back to the Committee for re- 
consideration. They have not yet made a final report. In the meantime 
Rising has called a pastor and are doing what they can to support him. The 
adjustment of the matter now remains for the Synod to make. 

3. December 4, I received a copy of the constitution of the First Evangelical 
Lutheran congregation of Leadville, Col. I found it satisfactory, and as per 
instruction of last meeting of Synod (pages 31, 32), placed it on file with the 
Secretary, and ordered the name placed on record. 

4- January 23, 1891, Rev. M. J. Waage informed-me that a new parsonage 
had been erected by the Scandinavian Lutheran church of Laramie, Wyo., te 
be ready for use about February 1st. 

5. February 7, Apeceived a report from your Committee in the case of Rev. 
Sickel, in view of Mich I suspended him from further ministerial duties to this 
meeting of Synod. The case will come before the Ministerium in due time. 

6. May 10, Rev. F. W. Buchler, an ad interim licentiate, being in the 
midst of the drought sufferers, was compelled to cease work there, and by my 
consent changed his pastoral relations to Glenville. 

7. At the last meeting of Synod, a Committee was appointed to investigate 
certain charges against Rev. C. A. Fritze. Your Committee made the investi- 
gation November 11, 1890, and found the accused guilty of charge No. 3 and 
specification No. 1. The following is their action: “The Committee recom- 
mend that the Council of St. Paul’s German Evangelical Lutheran church 
(of: Hastings) immediately take the necessary steps to have the court record 
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of their incorporation corrected by having placed on record their constitution 
madoped and recorded in their book of record in July 1888, and that the 
copy of their constitution so recorded, together with the certificate of the 
county clerk, be sent to the President of Synod. And until said papers are 
received by the President of Synod, this charge shall not be dismissed.’ 
June 19, 1891, I received said copy of the above specified constitution, to- 
gether with the clerk’s certificate, and placed the same on file with the Secre- 
tary, and dismissed the charge. 

8. July 29, charges against Rev. G. HI. Albright, by the Church Council cf 
the First English Evangelical | utheran church of Rising City, were placed in 
my hands, on the basis of which I suspended him from the performance of 
ministerial duties till the meeting of this Synod, or such time as an im partial 
investigation of the case can be made. The case is herewith referred to the 
Ministerium for proper disposition. 

g. August 3. Having been informed of the illness and consequent need of 
Rev. H. O. Opsal, in Denver, Colo., I issued postal cards to the brethren of 
Synod for collections for his relief. He has received about $50.00 in conse- 
quence of the appeal. 

10. September 1, Rev. Wm. Rosenstengel informed me that he could not 
attend this meeting of Synod, and consequently could not deliver the German 
ordination address if necded. I therefore appointed Rev. J. C. Groenmiller 
to take his place. 

11. September 10, Rev. J. C. Griffith informed me that St. Mark s, Omaha, 
had reduced its debt to $600.00, by raising $400.00 by special «ffort. 

12. September 14, Rev. Luther M. Kuhns informed me that the Shull 
Memorial Evangelical Lutheran church of Omaha had made improvements to 


the amount of $125.00. 
X. RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. That in view of the new Synodical organizations about us, the State boun- 
dary line, as far as practicable, be regarded as our Synodical boundary line. 

2. That a Committee be appointed to revise our Constitution so as to be 
in accord with our present needs. 

3. The First Evangelical Lutheran, and the Bethlehem Norwegian Evan- 
gelical Lutheran congregations of Leadville, Colo., worship in the same 
church building, and are at variance with each other as to the hours each 
shall occupy the house. Inasmuch as the property belongs to the Board of 
Church Extension, I recommend that a Committee be appointed to adjust 
their trouble, with Rev. J. N. Lenker, Western Secretary of the Board of 
Church Extension, as an advisory member of that Committee. 

4. That inasmuch as the constitution of the congregation at Hanover re- 
quires their pastor to belong to the Synod with which the congregation is 
. connected, we request Rev. Carl Rumpf, their present pastor and a member 
of the Wartburg Synod, either to change his membership to our Synod or to 
sever his pastoral relations to that congregation.

Report of the Delegates to the General Synod. 

Your delegation to the last meeting of the General Synod, held at Lebanon, 
Pa., would respectfully present the following report : 

The meetings of this Convention were characterized with peace and har- 
mony. A spirit of activity and aggressiveness was manifested throughout. 

The various Boards of the Church presented very encouraging reports. It 
is a matter to be regretted, however, that whilst large amounts uf money had 
been contributed to the work of these Boards, much of it came from individ- 
nals by bequests and otherwise, for which we rejoice, but more should have 
come from Synods. Our own Synod has a deficit to the Boards of Home 
Missions, Foreign Missions, and Church Extension, of $1741.47. These fig- 
ures need no comment; they ought, however, stir us up to greater diligence 
in this respect. There is no doubt but that the wrong lies at our doors as 
ministers of the gospel. 

The cause of Education has made very encouraging advancement. The 
institutions under the special care of the Board are in a/flourishing condition. 
We hail with great joy the prospect of the establishment of a Theological 


Seminary at Omaha, Neb. a 
The German Seminary at Chicago, IIl., receive’ special attention. The 
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management of the same has now been entrusted into the hands of a Board, 
appointed by the General Synod. This Board is about securing the entire 
control of this matter. 

The Board of Supplies reports the fact that there is a lack of available men 
in the ministry to supply the demands. 

The liturgical question was settled in a very satisfactory manner. 

Our publication interests are in a very favorable condition. $8500 were 
distributed among various objects to carry on the work of the Church. 

The Pastors’ Fund Society has been doing a blessed work. Its manage- 
ment is to be changed so that a regular Board will have charge of the same. 

Four newly organized Synods made application to be received into connec- 
tion with that body. Two of these were received, one was conditionally re- 
ceived, and the reception of the fourth postponed for two years. 

Our Orphans’ Home at Loysville, Pa., is doing a most blessed work. It 
needs more means to carry on the work properly. 

The work of a Deaconess House is making advancement ; the work is to 
be put into practical operation in the near future. 

A Home for the Aged is about to be established at Washington, D. C. 
Ten acres of ground have been donated in the Garden of the Gods,” in 
Colorado, for the purpose of establishing an Invalid Lutheran Ministers’ 
Home. 

We are asked by General Synod to adopt more system in carrying on our 
work of beneficence in our congregations. 

The Committee on A Development of Luther's Small Catechism” was 
continued, with instructions to take note of all criticisms and present a report 
in two years. 

The question of licensure was left as it has been. 

The next meeting of the General Synod will be held at Canton, Ohio, the 
first Wednesday evening after Whitsunday, in 1893. 

Your delegation would present the following resolutions for your adoption: 

ist. That we as a Synod do herewith promise anew to co-operate most 
heartily with the various Boards of the General Synod in the carrying on of 
the work they represent in the name of the Church. 

2d. That we apportion to the congregations now in our connection, the 
amounts apportioned to this Synod by the General Synod. 

3d. That we now give the privilege to the members of Synod to make 
pledges toward the raising of the $500 promised by your delegation to the 
German Seminary at Chicago, III. 

4th. That in accordance with the action of the General Synod, a Standing 
Committee be appointed on Systematic Beneficence, to aid pastors and con- 
gregations in adopting effective methods of systematic beneficence.

Notwithstanding the financial depression the country is experiencing, Dr. 
Leisenring, the efficient Treasurer of the Committee, is able to make a most 
encouraging report. The following is the Treasurer's statement:

The amount needed for all expenses is $418.08. This deficiency is due to 
the shrinkage on last year’s subscrip'ion and the stringency in the money 
market. With the present outlook the amount necessary can easily be 
raised. 

THE WORK. 
Much of the work of the Committee is unwritten work, that is, it can be 


known only to those experiencing its blessings. But, through the gracious 
favor of our Heavenly Father, each year adds perceptible results to the efforts 
of this agency demonstrating its usefulness. 


Through this Committee a sod parsonage is building in Hays county, at 4 
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ot of $125.00. This will strengthen the work in this charge, where the 
salary of the pastor is only sufficient for the actual necessities of life. 

A material change has taken place in our church affairs at Kearney. 
Where once hope seemed to have fled, a promising work now exists. More 
aggressive work has been deterred by the financial status of the property. 
With this the present work has had nothing to do. It is the purpose to make 
this an English work. 

On the evening of January 22, 1891, after a thorough cauvass of the field, a 
congregation was organized at Lexington. Eleven members representing five 
different nationalities formed this organization. 

Kearney and Lexington have been served by the Secretary in an almost 
pastoral capacity, with the excellent result already mentioned, They are now 
in position to form a good, vigorous charge. 

A number of our people live in the vicinity of Unadilla, Otoe county, where 
we have started a preaching station. Nothing definite has been done, how- 
ever, in the matter of an organization. It is probable something can be done 
in this community. 

RELIEF WORK. 

Last year’s drought brought suffering to a number of our people in portions 
of the state where the failure of crops was so severely felt. Appeals were 
made to us for help. Through the kindness and interest of a number of our 
pastors and congregations, much needed and Christian aid was rendered not a 
few of our own household of faith on the verge of a terrible want. Relief 
was sent to our people in Hays county, Red Willow, Hitchcock county, and 
Stamford, Nebraska. Thirty thousand pounds of corn, oats, wheat, and 
potatoes, were shipped to these places. 

“ To pity distress is but human, to relieve it is God-like.”’ 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 
We recommend the following for your adoption : 
1. Resolved, That with humble hearts we return thanks to God for the 
blessings He has given the Church in this work in the year now come toa 


close. 
2. Resolved, That we assure those pastors and congregations assisting in the 
relief of our distressed brethren, of the appreciation we feel for their acts of 


Christian kindness. 
3 Resolved, That the Committee be authorized to secure at least $1600 for 


the work of the next year, commencing January Ist, 1892; and that all ex- 
penses of the Committee on Traveling Secretary be paid out of the Treasury of 
that Committee. 

4. Resolved, That, feeling the need of a continuous spiritual blessing upon 
the great work God has laid upon the Committee, and earnestly desiring a closer 
anion and deeper sympathy between our churches and our Committee, we 
Suggest to the Nebraska Synod, in convention assembled, to set apart a special 
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day of prayer for this work, to be observed by all the churches of the Synod, 
and Sunday preceding Thanksgiving be the day. 

5. Resolved, That the Committee on Traveling Secretary be authorized to 
send circulars containing the most important information relative to the con- 
dition of the Church within our bounds to the churches for their use that day.

1. An official letter from the Secretary of the General Synod calls the at- 
tention of this Synod to the action of the General Synod at its last Conven- 
tion, as to a proposed amendment to the Constitution of the General Synod, 
found on page 74 of the minutes of that body. As such amendment requires 
the consent of two thirds of the District Synods, it is herewith submitted to 
our Synod for its present action. 

The desire is to substitute in Article V, Sec. 1 of the Constitution, in place 
of the words, ‘a majority of the delegates, the words found on page 204, in 
By-law 4, “a majority of the Synods attached to the General Synod.“ 

Your Committee recommends the following action : 

Resolved, That the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska hereby ac- 
cepts and approves the amendment proposed, to substitute for “a majority of 
delegates,” the words, “a majority of the Synods attached to the General 
Synod.” 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this Synod be instructed to transmit to the 
Secretary of the General Synod an official copy of this action. 

2. A communication from St. Peter's Evangelical Lutheran church of Ba- 
rada, Neb., requests an honorable dismissal from this Synod to the German 
Synod of Nebraska. 

We recommend that the request be granted and letter forwarded. 

3. A letter from St Paul's Lutheran church at Laramie, requesting an hon- 
orable dismissal to the Rocky Mountain Synod. 

We recommend that the request be granted and letter forwarded. 

4. A note from Kev. I. M. Kuhns to the President of Synod informs him 
that be has arranged with the Omaha papers, the Her andthe World. Herald, 
to have their Beatrice correspondents report proceedings of this Synod for 
their papers. 

We recommend that Synod hereby accepts and gratefully acknowledges the 
courtesy of the above papers. | 

5 Two communications from Rev. Dr. Detweiler. 


The first expresses his regret that his engagement in the work of the Board 
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of Education in a far distant place will prevent his attendance at this meeting 
of Synod, and gives some interesting details of the nature and importance of 
the work of the Board of Education, and also asks the continued interest of 
this Synod. 

We recommend that Dr. Detweiler’s letter be publicly read before Synod, 
and that this body hereby pledges itself to an earnest co-operation in this im- 
portant cause. 

In his second letter, Dr. Detweiler requests that his name be omitted from 
the Parochial Report in tabulated form, and appear simply on the roll of 
membership. 

Owing to the fact that the General Synod publishes our Parochial Reports 
with their minutes, thus making it a part of their printed record, we regret that 
we cannot recommend the granting of the request. 

6. A letter from Rev. H. II. Weber, General Secretary of the Board of 
Church Extension, sends kind greetings to this Synod, and expresses the de. 
sire that the interests of the Board he represents shall be faithfully and prayer- 
fully borne in mind. 

We recommend that this Synod hereby acknowledge the fraternal greeting 
of Rev. H. H. Weber, General Secretary of the Board of Church Extension, 
and express anew its hearty interest in the work of that Foard and its pur- 
pose to continue its active co-operation. 

7. A note from Rev. S. B. Barnitz, D. D., General Secretary of Home 
Missions states that he expects to be present at our sessions on Friday next, 
and requests that business specially relating to Home Missions be deferred 
until the time of his arrival. 

This Synod is always glad to receive the visits of the Western Secretary of 
Home Missions, and will doubtless be gled to receive his suggestions in rela- 
tion to the vital cause he so faithfully represents. 

8. Two letters from Rev. H. O. Opsal, a member of this Synod, now resid- 
ing in Denver, Col., contain a statement of his severe and protracted illness 
und of his great pecuniary need, also a grateful acknowledgement of some help 
sent him through the Treasurer of our Synod by certain churches, and an 
earnest request that Synod endorse his application for aid from the Pastors’ 
Fund Society of the General Synod. A certificate is enclosed, signed by F. 
W. Miles, M. D., testifying that Rev. H. O. Opsal has been under his care 
since August 16th, and that he has been suffering with asthma and chronic 
bronchitis, and is wholly incapaciated from work of any kind.

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We recommend that Bro. Lipe's absence be excused, and a letter of hon 
orable dismissal to the Synod of Northern Illinois forwarded him, with 
Synod’s best wishes and prayers for his future welfare. 

10. Is the report of the Chairman of the Committee appointed by Synod 
at its last meeting, to effect, if possible, an amicable division of the Rising 
Charge, embracing Rising and Surprise congregations, into two separate 
charges. From this report it appears that the Committee attended to the duty 
assigned them, but with partial success, one congregation, Surprise, urging its 
request for division, and the other, Rising, objecting. 

Under the peculiar state of existing circumstances, the Committee recom.

Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


The report was received and considered seriatim. The fourth 
item was referred to a special committee, consisting of Rev. J. 
G. Griffith, Rev. C. W. Baker and Mr. A. W. Easterday. 

Report adopted. 

1. Audburn.—Under the efficient management of this field by their pastor, 
Rev. C. W. Baker, the most commendable progress in their general work 
has been made. The spirit of benevolence has been greatly developed, an 
indebtedness on parsonage liquidated, the lecture room refitted, the Sunday- 
school greatly enlarged in numbers, as also the attendance at their regular 
church services. The interest in the Sunday-school, prayer-meeting, and the 
church services, is steadily increasing. A wide-awake Luther Alliance is 
hard at work. Both pastor and people feel much encouraged. 

2. Beatrice.—This Mission has been struggling with a heavy debt, but by 
the persistent effort of the pastor, Rev. W. L. Remsberg, the debt has been 
reduced. The prospects for this Mission are > 

3. Bemedict.—The spiritual life of this Mission has been greatly developed 
during the past year, a number of new members added to the church, and a 
debt of $1000.00 on the parsonage is about to be liquidated. Rev. R. A. 
White is the pastor, and he and his people feel much encouraged. 

4. Bloomington.—This Mission has been under the care of our Traveling 
Secretary part of the year, but is now a part of the Republican Valley Mis- 
sion under the pastoral care of Rev. M. I. Kunkleman. The entire field 
now consists of McCook, Bloomington, Franklin, and other points along the 
Republican Valley. This field suffered seriously from the recent drouth, and 
greatly multiplied the labors of their pastor. The general work in this field 
is moving forward as well as could be expected under the circumstances. 

5. David City.—Kev. B. F. Crouse is the pastor, and the work is develop- 
ing as rapidly as we could reasonably expect. Their church services are well 
attended. The Sunday-school and prayer-meeting also are doing well. 


SATURDAY, 9 A. u. 
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6. Denver, Colo.— Ashe pastor of this field, Rev. II. P. Hansen, has been 
away to his native land for several months, we have nothing directly from him 
concerning this field. 


7. Hays County Mission. —_Rev. F. W. Buehler, an ad interim licentiate of 


this Synod, took pastoral charge of this field in midwinter. But because of 
the drought-suffering and having no place to lodge, he was soon compelled to 
felinquish his work. A sod parsonage, to cost about $150, is now being built 
there. The field is inhabited by an excellent class of German people, but 
owing to the drought and partial failure of crops preceding, the people are 
unable to do much toward the support of a pastor; but this is one of our hope- 
fal German fields. 

8. Lincoln, St. Mark’s.—Rev. I.. Groh has been the pastor of this congre- 
gation since May 1. They built the basement for a new church, properly en- 
tlosed it, and are now using it asa place of worship. Their location is at 
ig Q street. The work now seems to us to be on a hopeful basis. 

9. Lincoln, Grace.—l\s located at the corner of toth and K streets, with 
Rev. Luther P. Ludden as pastor. They have an interesting Sunday-school 
of 75 scholars and teachers. Their church and prayer-meeting services are 
well attended, and the work is hopeful. They are at present worshipping in 
an old Campbellite church, which has been temporarily rented. The great 
need of this enterprise is a permanent church home. This field, though 
ander the Home Mission Board, is not now receiving any aid from the Board: 

10. North Platte has been under the pastoral care of Rev. J. F. Kuhlman 
4s a supply during the past nine months. Since Rev. Kublman has been 
serving this field no aid from the Home Mission Board has been asked, 
though they have not been declared self-sustaining. The field isa hopeful 
one, but not having had direct communication with the field, we cannot speak 
definitely of its present progress. A 

11. Pawnee Co.—This field consists of one congregation and one preaching 
station, viz., Pawnee City (a preaching station) and Zion’s congregation, about 
eight (8) miles distant. This charge only recently (January 1) called a regu- 
lar pastor, Rev. R. W. Petrea, and became a mission. They dedicated their 
church in Pawnee City July 19. The building was formerly owned by the 
U. Presbyterian church, but was purchased at a nominal figure, by the aid of 
the Board of Church Extension, and refitted by the people, and now affords a 


comfortable church home for them at an entire cost of about $1,000, of which © 


about $100 is unpaid. As yet no organization has been effected here, but the 
Sunday-school and church services are as well attended as could be expected 


under the circumstances. 


The Zion’s congregation has a good church property, but has been some- 
what embarrassed with a debt of about $700.00. This is an excellent farming 
community, populated by a most excellent people, and a most promising field. 
Rev. Petrea and his excellent wife feel much encouraged. 

12. Sante Fe, N. M. Rev. Wm. Rosenstengel is the faithful pastor here. 
The work, from its very nature, must be slow. But it is the beginning of a 
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great work. A Congregational church at Belen has been purchased and paid 
for, the people paying $250.00 and the Board of Church Extension $250.00. 

13. Sidney.—Rev. E. Lee Fleck pastor. The debt on their organ has been 
removed. The attendance at prayer meeting and the church service has been 
gradually increasing, and the interest and attendance in Sunday-school has 
been greatly increased. 

14. Stamford has been vacant nearly the entire year, and under the care of 
the Traveling Secretary. This field also is in the drouth-stricken district, and 
has received aid in the way of seed, flour and clothing, through the generosity 
of some of our pastors and people. 2 know nothing special about the work 
in this field. 

15. Wayne.—Rev. M. I. Melick, pastor. This congregation is moving 
hopefully along, with but one discouraging feature, viz., heavy removals. 
This unsettled state of mind in so many of our people is greatly to be deplored. 

16. West Point—This field became vacant July 1, but hopes to secure the 
services of a regular pastor soon. The Sunday-school and church, under the 
efficient management of Rev. Lipe, their pastor, became well organized, and 
only needs the service of an efficient pastor to insure prosperity. 

17. St. Mark's, Omaha, recently, by the special effort of their pastor, Kev. 
J. G. Griffith, has reduced its debt from $1000.00 to $600.00. The church 
location is somewhat disadvantageous, no doubt, to their progress. The pas- 
tor and people are working faithfully to advance the Master's work among 
them. 

18. Acarney and Lexington.—Rev. W. H. Nafiziger has just commenced his 
labors in this field. For the past year it has been under the care of the Com- 
mittee on Traveling Secretary. Not much advancement could be made under 
the circumstances, with the great amount of labor on the hands of this Com- 
mittee. We have here a field that promises great results for earnest, faithful 
effurts. 

In the main, our mission fields are doing all that could reasonably be ex- 
pected of them. But the following figures do not speak so well of the 
churches of our Synod in the maiter of supporting this work. The contribu. 
tions for Home Missions from 1888 to 1891 are as follows: 1888, $893.76; 
1889, $545.70; 1890, $507.68 ; 1891, $545.08. That is to say, we gave for 
Home Missions in 18y1 $348.68 less than in 1888. Brethren, these things 
ought not so to be. To be sure, depression in the money market, failure’ of 
crops, and the drought in certain districts, are the causes assigned for this. 
But our aggression in the work should have balanced the depression from 
other sources, so that under more favorable financial circumstances we might 
each year take advance steps in this work.

In connection with the adoption of the first item, a subscrip- 
tion was taken to pay the note in Citizens’ Bank in McCook, 
amounting to $125.00. 

Mr. President :—Your Committee appointed to consider the Republican 
Valley Mission work, would submit the following : 

I. The church property at McCook has an indebtedness of two thousand 
dollars, one thousand of which is a loan from the Board of Church Exten- 
sion, seven hundred and fifty dollars is due C. S. Weiser, York, Pa., drawing 
7 per cent. interest, and two hundred and fifty dollars drawing 12 per cent. 
interest is due the Citizens’ Bank at McCook. The congregation is hard 
pressed for the immediate payment of the two hundred and fifty dollars due 
the bank, and also for the payment of seven hundred and fifty dollars due 


Mx. C. S. Weiser. In view of removals and the distressing financial depres- 


sion caused by the drought, the people are utterly unable to mect these obli- 
gations ; therefore, we recommend the following :

The reports on /nfant Baptism indicate that our membership are fully re- 
alizing its great importance, and are thus giving their children to the Lord. 

Nearly all report classes of catechumens and good results from the thor- 
ough grounding of the young in the faith. 

From the Suaday schoo/; come cheering words of increasing numbers and 
activity. 

There has been a healthy growth in Missionary activity during the year. 
And taking into account the great financial depression, it is a cause for thanks- 
giving that no backward step has been taken. 

The reports on Church life and work in general indicate much more en- 
couragement than discouragement.

He has been serving congregations in our bounds during his va- 
cation, in a creditable manner. His examination was satisfactory to your 
Committee, and we therefore recommend him to this Synod for licensure at 
this meeting. | 

2. The “ consecration certificate of Rev. Frederick W. Buehler from St. 
Chrischona, Basil, was placed in our hands. He is an applicant for ordina- 
tion. He has been serving congregations in Hays County, Neb. After a 
creditable examination, your Committee would recommend that this brother 
be ordained by this Synod at its present meeting. 

3. The ministerial papers of Rev. Adam Vockel have been placed in our 
hands. These papers are a Preacher's License from the Wisconsin Con- 
ference of the Evangelical Association of North America, as Elder, dated 
May ist, 1871 ; also a certificate of dismission from their Bishop to this body. 
After having had a colloquium with this brother, satisfactory to your Com- 
mittee, and learning that his early training, conversion and confirmation were 
in the Lutheran church, we therefore recommend that he be received and his 
mame be placed on our roll.
